DONOR countries agreed 
last night in Paris to fund less 
than half of the Palestinian 
Authority's $136 million bud- 
get deficit, due to the Guif 
states’ failure to contribute, 
the Treasury reported. 

Norwegian chairman Jan 
Egeland said donors had 
agreed to provide $60 million 
towards meeting Palestinians’ 
budget shortfall, and he ex- 
pected more would be forth- 
coming to fill the gap. 

Israel agreed to transfer an ad- 
ditional $6.5m. on top of the 
$Am. it has already contributed, 
so that 42 percent of the $25m. 
the country has set aside for pro- 
jects, will mstead be used to fund 
current Palestinian expenses.

take place to ry to get the Gulf 
States to help cover the PA's 
deficit. 

The donor countries condition- 
ed the funding on better spending 
controls and reporting by the PA, 
the Treasury reported. 

PA Minister for International 
Economic Cooperation Nabil 
Shaath told reporters the donors 
had agreed in principle to ear- 
mark 25 percent of the $1 billiun 
they pledged for 1994 and this 
year to meet PA startup costs. 
These include paying teachers, 
doctors, and the police force. 

The Palestinians agreed in re- 
turn to freeze sataries and hiring 
at current levels, and to aim for 
complete self-financing through 
taxation next year. 

“This will give us peace of 
mind and reduce uncertainties.

Suicide attack planned US congressmen call Israel ungrateful

THE General Security Service 
and the IDF earlier this week ar- 
rested a Palestinian a day before 
he was to execute a suicide attack 
in Netanya. 

An μὰς Aetna said that 
the man, γα Zakarna, 21, 
of Kabatiya in Samaria, is being 
interrogated. He is suspected of 
planning to blow himseif up at a 
roadside stop near the post office 
at the entrance to Netanya. 

Zakarna told interrogators that 
he was under suspicion as a col- 


laborator and proposed to Ha-. 


mas to out the attack as a 
way to clear bis and his family's 
name. 


Zakama is a relative of Raid 
Zakarmma, who murdered eight 
Israelis in a suicide attack 
near a bus stop in Afula a year 
ago. 

“The suspect offered to carry 
out the attack because he was 
accused by residents of his village 
of collaborating with Israel."“¥aid 
the statement. 

“To vindicate his family. 
he contacted Hamas activists 
in the village and made his 
offer.” 

The army did not disclose the 
circumstances of Zakama’s ar- 
rest, or the leads which directed 
the GSS to him. 


PM wants satellite cooperation with US 


THE Ofek-3 satellite is perform- 
ing above expectations and is 
transmitting high quality photo- 
graphs, according to a senior De- 
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fense Ministry official. 

Meanwhile, Channel 1 last 
night reported that during his up- 
coming visit to Washington, 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
will propose satellite cooperation 
between the two countries to US 
President Bill Clinton. 

Until now, Israel has not made 
the US privy to either the plan- 
ning or the performance of the 
Ofek-3. 

Rabin, according to the report, 
will propose a deal under which 
Israel would get high-resolution 
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US satellite information (the 
Ofek-3 photos are not considered 
high resolution), while Israel 
would steer the Ofek-3 above 
points designated by the US as 
important to it. 

The report also said that depu- 
ty Mossad head Ephraim Halevy 
would lead the Israeli team deal- 
ing with cooperation on satellite 
information. 

In April 1994, Clinton ap- 
proved Israeli export of satellite 
and space technology to the US. 
The approval allowed Israeli 
firms to participate in lucrative 
US tenders. 
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REPUBLICAN members of a US House For- 
eign Affairs Commitiee delegation charged 
Israel of violating the 1985 Free Trade Area 
(FTA) agreement between the two countries 
and of being ungrateful for US aid at a meet- 
ing with Finance Minister Avraham Shohat in 
Jerusalem on Wednesday.

The agreement with the US, however, allows 
both countries to protect agriculture through 
non-tariff barriers. 

The problem facing both countries is that 
under the recently concluded GATT trade 
agreement, all member countries are required 
to replace non-tariff barriers with tariffs. The 
US official position is that Israel must con-

THE steering committee prepar- 
ing the Labor Party's upcoming 
convention did not vote yester- 
day on a motion to put off the 
change in the electoral system to 


the year 2000. 

‘The was introduced 
by Deputy Foreign Minister 
Yossi Beilin, a long-time appo- 
nent of direct election of the 
prime minister, a system which is 
to be put into effect for the first 
time im the 1996 elections. 

The Labor convention is due to 
meet in early June, and Beilin 
wanted its agenda to include a 
review of the ᾿ξ commitment 
to the direct election system. 

Beilin argued that “the country 
is ill-prepared for so drastic a 
change. We will end up with an 
all-powerful premier, but minus 
the Aaessiean system of checks 
and balances. Democracy will 
suffer when we have a prime min- 
ister who is not dependent on the 
Knesset, and he will be facing a 
very weak Knesset, with almost 
no powers at all, including no 
power to ratify treaties, to make 
peace or war, or even to appoint 
ambassadors.” 


Beilin’s patron, Foreign Minis- 
ter Shimon Peres. has called fora 
reassessment of direct elections 
on several occasions in the past 
few months. 

Party secretary-general Nissim 
Zvilli agreed that “a review of 
Labor's position is in order,” but 
argued that “the timing is bad 
because, realizing full well who is 
on which side of the debate. it is 
sure to degenerate into a fierce 
factional confrontation, which is 
the very last thing this party 
needs now.” 

At his suggestion the subject 

was removed from the commit- 
tee’s agenda, 
Justice Minister David 1.108 
accused “some in the party, those 
who have always opposed direct 
elections,” of “seizing the oppor- 
tunity, when there is fear that we 
may lose the elections, to renege 
on a clear commitment the party 
made to the voters.”

T the malaise of corruption in high 
places is not unique to Israel is of little 
comfort. Nor is it reassuring that some of 

the current scandals in Europe and the US are 
more shocking, or that in Israel most of the 
crimes have little to do with personal profit.

” advantages, business needs or even to subsidize 
worthy causes are still felonies. They are intol- 
erable in public life, and the officials who 
commit them deserve public contempt and se- 
vere punishment. 

What is particularly depressing about the 
almost daily revelations about charges against 
government ministers, Knesset members, Hista- 
drut officials, mayors, army officers and press 
moguls is that such crimes obviously do not 
exist in a vacuum. They can only flourish in the 

~ fertile, ground of cold-blooded political cyni- 
cism and infinite contempt for the law. An 
odious example of such cynicism is the clamor 
of some in the Labor Party to repeal the law for 
the direct election of the prime minister. 

This is not just a case of changing the rules in 
mid-game because one side has suddenly dis- 
covered that it may lose under the newly-minted 
tegulations. This is an attempt to scuttle a 
revolutionary change in the system of govern- 
ment effected as a result of one of the most 

‘massive protests ever mounted by the Israeli 
public. 

This protest was a spontaneous, outraged 
Teaction to the nauseating horse-trading and 
endless paralysis that afflict the forming and 
Tunning of the government, and it reflected the 
wishes of a vast majority of the population. Nor 
was the law formed in haste. Perhaps for the 
first time in the state's history, legislators repre- 
senting the whole gamut of political opinion —

The legis- 
lature will be more responsive to the electorate 
if district representation replaces today’s pro- 
portional system. And a constitution — or at least 
the adoption of some basic laws which can only 
be changed by a special majority — will -un- 
doubtedly add protection from abuse. But the 
nation cannot afford to wait until these changes 
are made before it streamlines the way the 
government is formed and run. 

Above ail, Israel cannot afford another show 
of contempt for the law. The move by self- 
serving politicians to scrap a law just because it 
may not serve their personal ambition is de- 
structive and irresponsible. And it is a grave 
mistake to believe that the voters will treat 
Kindly those who defy the public will for politi- 
cal gain.

MOSCOW (AP) - A major gas 
pipeline blew up in a remote 
wooded region of the subarctic 
yesterday, belching ἃ huge pillar 
of flames skyward in the latest 
breakdown in Russia's decaying 
oil and gas network. . 

No injuries were reported in 
the explosion, which scorched an 
estimated five hectares of thick 
forest in the same Komi republic 
where a massive oil spill rai 
worldwide environmental con- 
cern last year. = . 

A Japan Air Lines pilot and his 
passengers spotted the huge fire- 
ball as they passed over the area 
en route to Tokyo from. Frank- 
furt. One passenger called it 
“brighter than anything I've ever 
seen” and said “it was as if the 
sun was climbing upward.” 

Russian officials, who in the 
past have tried to cover up such 
accidents, immediately down- 
played the blast. 

A spokesman for Gazprom, 
the state gas monopoly, rejected 
the pilot's description of a fireball! 
over 7,000 meters high and said it 
reached no more than 20 meters.

Akira Yamakawa, the JAL pi- 
Jot, diverted the 747-400 airliner 
away from a fireball he said was 
about 7,600 meters bigh.

That was repeated 
again and again.” he said. “We 
didn’t know what was happening. 
We felt very uneasy.”

KIGALI (Reuter) — Rwanda’s 
President Pasteur Bizimungu 
plans to visit a camp this morning 
where thousands were massa- 
cred, in an attempt to persuade a 
group of Hutus still holed up 
there to return to villages they 
abandoned a year ago. 

Government officials said Bizi- 
mungu, himself a Hutu. will lead 
a team of foreign diplomats to 
Kibeho camp in the southwest of 
the country for a one-day visit the 
government hopes will limit dam- 
age done by the weekend 
slaughter. 

“The president is visiting Ki- 
beho early in the morning. He 
will use the opportunity to try 
and prevail on people still re- 
maining in the camp to go back 
to their homes,” said an offi- 
cial. 

Diplomats invited to join the 
tour said it was a belated attempt 
to calm intense interaational 
condemnation. , 

“It's a damage limitation exer- 
cise but it has come too late, too 
late for the world to understand,” 
one diplomat said.

OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) -The 
FBI vesterday said it is looking 
for a license plate that may have 
fallen off a bombing suspects 
getaway car, and rescuers found 
ΤΊ more bodies in the ruined fed- 
eral building, bringing the death 
toll to 110. 

Rescuers recovered eight of 
the bodies after they dug into

McVeigh faced a preliminary 
hearing yesterday afternoon at 
the federal prison near Oklaho- 
ma City where he was being held. 

His lawyers planned to request 
the proceedings be moved to an- 
other location, presumably be- 
cause they think the public mood 
in Oklahoma City is too hostile 
toward the suspect to afford 
McVeigh a fair trial.

Boesak, ambassador-designate to 
Geneva before the scandal, of di- 
verting aid funds to his own uses 
and he is now being investigated 
by South African police. 

A lawyer appointed by Mande- 
la’s government to probe the af- 


fair, Majunko Gumbi, found 
there was no evidence of wrong- 
doing against him. 

Deputy President Thabo 
Mbeki and President Mandela 
said this meant Boesak's name 
had been cleared and he could 
once more be considered for a 
high diplomatic post. 

But Gumbi said: “Let me 
stress that my report does not say 
that money was or was not misap- 
propriated, it says that at this 
stage we have absolutely nothing 
to go on and for that reason a

Jospin claims Chirac’s 
policies are contradictory 


PARIS (Reuter) — Socialist presi- 
dential candidate Lionel Jospin 
accused conservative favorite 
Jacques Chirac yesterday of be- 
ing full of contradictions and said 
a new mood m France could 
bring him victory on May 7. 

Chirac in turn attacked his ri- 
val’s qualifications, saying Jospin 
lacked the experience needed to 
lead France into the 21st century 
and had the same platform as 
President Francois Mitterrand 
when he first won power in 1981. 

Jospin, buoyed by his lead in 
Sunday's first round of the elec- 
tion and the unconditional back- 
ing of the Communist Party, dis- 
missed two opinion polls taken 
on Monday that pat him behind 
in the final vote with 45 percent 
to Chirac’s 55%. 

The former education minister 
and ex-Socialist party boss said 


during a visit to the Mediterra- ᾿ 


nean island of Corsica that he felt 
a new force in France and a popu- 
lar wave of support could sweep 
him to victory on May 7. 
France, he said. was a divided 
nation and he was the candidate 
best able to unite the French. But 
he conceded that “the political 
arithmetic” was not favorable. 


Chirac agreed he was in a 
tough fight despite his lead on 
paper. “A battle is never won in 
advance. One must fight until the 
last hour,” he told TF1-TV. 

Earlier, Jospin seized on a re- 
mark by Chirac when he said: 
“My first concern is to convince 
the French people to elect me 
and not to define what I will do 
after that.” 

Jospin, accusing Chirac of 
weighing various ideological ap- 
proaches solely on the basis of 
which would be best to unite the 
Tight, said voters would be no 
wiser about his policies after a 
television duel next Tuesday. 

Even if we knew it on that 
night, we would not know if that 
would remain true the following 
day,” he told Radio Monte Car-- 
lo. “There have been so many 
contradictions in Chirac’s 
campaign that one wonders how 
i French people could trust 

im.” 

Chirac denied he had any wor- 
ries about reuniting the 
right after his fellow Gauliist, 
Prime Minister Edouard Balla- 
dur, was eliminated in Sunday's 
vote.

“‘Spycatcher’ 
author dies 


SYDNEY (AP) -- Former British 
intelligence officer Peter Wright, 
whose best-selling autobiography 
Spycatcher accused security ser- 
vices of plotting to topple a for- 
mer British government, died 
yesterday. He was 78. 

Wright died at his home in Tas- 
mania of pneumonia, said a 
spokesman for lawyer Malcolm 
Turnbull. Turnbull represented 
Wright in a lengthy court battle 
when the British government 
tried and failed to ban Spycatcher 
in Australia. The book was 
banned in Britain. 

Wright retired from Britain’s 
MIS counterintelligence agency 
in 1976 after 20 years’ service and 
retired to Australia, where he 
wrote his memoirs. 

His book accused British securi- 
ty services of trying to topple Har- 
old Wilson's 1974-76 Labor Party 
government, eavesdropping on 
foreign embassies, bungling cases, 
stealing documents and plotting to 
assassinate Egyptian President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser. 

Wright also accused the late 
MB director Sir Roger Hollis of 

a Soviet agent, a claim the 
government said was never 
substantiated.

Te: week's detention of 
the editors of the country's 
two largest dailies gave a 
new meaning to the words “had 
press." Reporters lost faith in 
their bosses: the public lost faith 
in the papers. 

About the only thing they all 
agreed on was that when the me- 
dia, instead of conducting their 
own investigations. become the 
focus of police inquiries, it's bad 
news for everyone. 

The public response might 
have been greater had more peo- 
ple been fully aware of the size of 
the business empires concerned. 
Apart from their major dailies, 
magazines, supplements and [o- 
cal papers, the two compunies 
have many other business inter- 
ests, from record companies and 
advertising to real estate. They 
are both also part-owners in cable 
companies and Channel 2 
franchisees. 

It is the fact that most of the 
country's media are in the hands 
of three families - Mozes ( Yedior 
Aharonot), Nirrodi (Ma‘ariv). 
and Schocken (Ha'arerz) -- which 
most concerns Dr. Dan Caspi, 
senior lecturer in ‘communica- 
tions at the Open University.

Al- 
though he refrained from men- 
tioning him by name, Caspi was 
clearly referring to Police Minis- 
ter Moshe Shahal, who has pur- 
sued the case intensively while 
most of his fellow politicians have 
remained unusually quiet. 

Many MKs refused to speak 
about the affair this week and the 
comments by those who did talk 
were restrained. Caspi noted that 
as long as no charges have been 
filed, politicians are still scared to

A report that spells out deception 


T first glance, Report 

150/95 by Histadrut 

Comptroller Nir Avnon 
looks like a short, icant 
document. But beyond its front 
cover lies a grand tale of deceit 
and power that keeps your inter- 
est to the last page.

* store to get a copy, or for that 
matter even to the publications 
department of the labor federa- 
tion. You won't find a copy 
anywhere. 

The few existing copies are 
closely guarded by senior Hista- 
drut officials and police investiga-

On March 30, the Histadrut 
treasury issued a Bank Hapoalim 
check to Fassa’s company for 
NIS 35,400, with the invoice not- 
ing the money was for the prize 
ceremony. 

No mention was made of the 
fact that much of the money 
wasn't going for the ceremony, 
but rather for posters, flyers, and 
other materials for the Kessar 
campaign, according to the 
report. 

‘The paper trail was harder to 
cover in the bills for work the 
Enterprises company hired out to 
private companies, as these com- 
panies (about 20 in number) had 
issued invoices stating specifically 
that the work was carried out for 
the Kessar campaign.

RMED with assault

American militia movement 
sprang from the shadows to the 
Spotlight Jast week after the 
bombing of « federal office build- 
ing in Oklahoma City which 
killed scores of people.” 

Timothy McVeigh. the man ar- 
Tested in connection with the 
worst act of terrorism in US his- 
tory, is believed to be associated 
with ἃ paramilitary group that is 
part of a pro-gun, anugovern- 
ment movement that suddenly 
seems ubiquitous. 

“In little over a year, since the 
coming to light of the Militias of 
Montana in February 1994, a 
well-armed and dangerous anti- 

overnment militia movement 
as been spreading with lightning 
pace across the country, ‘prepar- 
ing for war with the povern- 
ment,’ according to Kenneth 
Stem of the American Jewish 
Committee, a specialist on anti- 
semitism and extremism. 

The militias tend to be locally 
organized, and they often have 
specifically local grievances. But 
they are bound by a sweeping, 
militant philosophy that crosses 
state lines. 

Some groups, for example, tar- 
get environmentalists or those 
who provide abortions. 

“But the major thrust — the 
broad brush around the country - 
is antigovernment ideology.” 
Stern said. “Antisemitism isn't 
the driving force, in the sense 
that these groups aren't organiz- 
ing for the purpose of attacking 
Jews or attacking blacks or what- 
ever. [But] there are a lot of 
[antisemitic] white supremacist 
connections, either directly or 
indirectly." 

A virulently racist novel that 
incites hatred of the government 
and features a car bombing that 
seems like a striking blueprint for 
the Oklahoma City attack ~ in 
both the kind of explosive used 
and the time of day — has circulat-.

THE GROUPS may not have

But militia language 
and literature rest on conspiracy 
theories that traditionally painted 
Jews as evil forces bent on con- 
trolling the world. 

“The conspiracy theory that 
the movement as a whole em- 
braces, this idea of ἃ ‘new world 
order’ coming, this idea of some 
intemational conspiracy, does at 
times echo more old-fashioned 
antisemitic theories without be- 
ing overtly antisemitic,” said Da- 
vid Rosenberg, assistant director 
of the fact-finding department of 
the Anti-Defamation League. 

“There is talk, for example, of 
the Federal Reserve being pri- 
vately owned, of the [Internal 
Revenue Service] being privately 
owned ~ the kinds of things that 
antisemites often say." believing 
that Jews are the private owners, 

‘The conspiracy theories are the 
prisms through which militia 
members see the world, observ- 
ers said. The federal government 
is seen as a criminal enterprise 
serving forcign interests, leaving 
it to “ordinary citizens” to pro- 
tect the Constitution. 

“A lot of these are types of 
ideas that are taken from the Pro- 
tocols [of the Elders of Zion] and 
those kinds of conspiracy theo- 
vies, and rehashed without saying 
anything necessarily about 
Jews,” Stern said. “Sooner or lat- 
er, when there are conspiracy 
theories, that's a threat to Jews, 
historically."

the Palestinian Authority 
launched a direct campaign 
against Iran. The Palestinians ac- 
cused the fundamentalist regime 
of being the successors of the old 
Persian fire-worshipers, who had 
fought the Arab tribes since even 
before the advent of Islam. 

The Iranians, the PA says, are 
now creating instability in many 
Arab countries, such as Algeria, 
and want to instigate a Palestin- 
ian civil war as part of an overall 
war against the Arabs.

According to Palestinian 
sources, Arafat believes that the 
Cairo-based Supreme Guidance 
Committee of 13 members, most 
of them from the city’s Moslem 
Brotherhood, is the real Hamas 
leadership. Hamas's representa- 
tive on the committee is a Jorda- 
nian Moslem Brotherhood lead- 
er, Sheikh Yousuf Al-Azem. 
The West has taken notice of 
the importance of external Ha- 
mas leadership. After the 1991 
Madrid conference, Western 
leaders initiated meetings with 
Hamas leaders in Khartoum, 
Cairo and Amman. Diplomats 
from Spain, Norway, France and 
Britain participated in the meet- 
ings. About two years ago, a mi- 
nor American diplomat stationed 
in Amman met with Ibrahim 
Ghosheh and Mohammed Naz- 
zal, Hamas's men in Jordan. 
The fact that the Mosiem 
Brotherhood and Hamas are 
working together abroad does 
not mean that they represent a 
united movement.

meetings with diplomats, there

Operating according to “interna- 
tional legitimacy,” exercising the 
tight of a nation under occupa- 
tion to resist -- an approach, in 
fact, very similar to Syria's. 

(When US Secretary of State 
Warren Christopher approached 
Syrian President Hafez Assad 
about terrorism by pro-Syrian 
Palestinian groups, Assad replied 
that they practiced “legitimate 
anti-occupation activity.”) 

Hamas promised the diplomats 
they would confine their opera- 
tions to military targets only. re- 
fraining from attacking civilians.

Later 
on, Faluji and another Hamas ac- 
tivist in Gaza, Taher Shreitah. 
were invited to a media sympo- 
sium in Madrid -- both are jour- 
nalists — and met with Spanish 
and European officials. What 
was discussed in those meetings is 
unclear, but it is believed the offi- 
cials were probing Hamas's con- 
ditions to stop terrorism and join 
the peace process. 

The dimension of the threat to 
Arafat is much greater than 
merely the scope of activity by 
Hamas and Islamic Jihad in the 
territories. 

The frightening potential of 
that danger is apparent from an 
interview given to the London 
daily Al-Hayat by Ramzi Yousuf. 
after his arrest in Pakistan on sus- 
picion of preparing the car bomb 
used in the World Trade Center 
attack in New York in 1993, 

Yousuf. who identified himself 
as a Kowait-born Palestinian 
from a Haifa-based family. re- 
vealed that his motivation for the 
New York bomb attack was Pal- 
estinian nationalism. Aligned 
with Hamas and Islamic Jihad, be 
inferred that the bombing also 
served as a message that Arafat's 
problems are widespread and in- 
ternational, rather than cosmetic 
and local.

“On the other band, it's 
also safe to say these groups until 
now not only have failed to be- 
come a mass movement; they 
have found it very difficult, if not 
impossible, to tap into the main- 
stream of American society.” 

In its basic positions, the mili- 
tia movement, an amorphous col~ 
lection of like-minded people, 
now strikes numerous chords in 


Middle America. It finds sup- 
parters who oppose gun control, 
hunting laws, restrictions on Jand 
use and high taxes. 

“The main thrust of the militias 
is to tap into the incredible frus- 
tration that many Americans feel 
on a wide variety of issues," Coo- 
per said. “On each individual is- 
sue, you might say, ‘Yes, I can 
agree with that.’ or ‘I see their 
point.” " 


But the militias go far beyond 
what has become the contempo- 
rary American conservative po- 
litical stance. Many believe the 
US government is prepared to 
declare war on Americans and 
intern its citizens in concentra- 
tion camps. 

Nearly 40 percent of Ameri- 
cans believe that “the federal 
government has become so large 
and powerful it poses an immedi- 
ate threat to the rights and free- 
doms of ordinary citizens.” ac- 
cording to a public-opinion poll. 
released on Wednesday, con- 
ducted earlicr in the week for 
CNN and USA Today by the Gal- 
lup Organization. 

But 78 percent of Americans 
polled do not think citizens 
should be allowed to arm and 
organize themselves to resist the 
powers of the federal govern- 
Ment, the survey showed. 

The militias may be small, but 
“you don't need a mass move- 
ment to get access ta the broader 
community.” Cooper said. “Tom 
Metzger [head of the White Ary- 
an Resistance] has maybe 50 
members, but he gets on Larry 
King,” a poputar talk show that is 
broadcast around the world on 
CNN 


Militias also have become 
adept at using modern forms of 
communication, such as the In- 
ternet computer network, faxes. 
shortwave radio and videos τὸ 
distribute information and pro- 
mulgate their ideology. 

While much of this is chilling 
for Jews, they are not the promi- 
nent militia targets. 

“L want to put this in perspec- 
tive... Jews probably have more 
to be concemed about than, say. 
Episcopalians, but I think Jews 
are much more secure as 2 group 
than government officials are,” 
Stern said.

EXT weekend 150 Christians 

and Jews from across the US 

will assemble in Washington for 
a conference in support of Israel. 

Scheduled speakers include members 
of Congress, former government off- 
cials, and Middle East analysts. 

But the Israel Embassy will not send 
any representatives because it says the 
conference's speakers include Christian 
missionaries. 

The event's organizers dispute this 
assertion and accuse the embassy of 
manufacturing a false cover for its non- 
participation. 

Embassy officials, they say, have ac- 
tively tried to eliminate from the pro- 
gram those speakers who take a hard 
line on US relations with the PLO and 
the potential stationing of American 
troops on the Golan Heights." 

The brouhaha is the: latest in a series 
concerning what some observers call an 
unwarranted Israeli intrusion in the dis- 
cussion of those matters by Americans. 

Officials of Jewish organizations and 
congressional staffers point to anecdot- 
al evidence over the past year which 
they say illustrates how Israeli officials, 
from Ambassador Itamar Rabinovich 
on down, seek to suppress discussion of 
those issues. 

The embassy, they say. has warned 
that such discussions could endanger 
the peace process. But, they add, the 
embassy has crossed the line between 
lobbying and inappropriately applying 


Few would allow their names to be 
used in this article, fearing a backlash 
from the embassy. 

“J don’t mind if they try to influence 
or persuade, but they're very threaten- 
ing,” said the former head of a major 
national organization. “The embassy 
doesn't realize that debate can some- 
times be healthy, can help them. They 
need not look on people who don't 
agree with them 100 percent as evil.” 

A current high-ranking official of a 
pro-Israel group said that at the embas- 
sy “there's a tremendous sensitivity to 
dissenting groups.” 

Rabinovich denied that he or his staff 
have used heavy-handed tactics. 

“We don’t exert pressure and we cer- 
tainly are not in the business of muz- 
zling anyone,” he said. “But we cer- 
tainly are in the business of making our 
position known.” 

Rabinovich also denied that the em- 
bassy was overreacting to dissent, but 
admitted it answers when provoked. 

“We have not responded to views, 
we've responded to actions with regard 
to us, to the peace process or matters of 
aid ... [by those who] presume to know 
better than us. We cannot be indiffer- 
ent,”” he said. 

But a Senate committee staffer said 


the embassy “has been fairly aggressive 


in shutting down debate. The ambassa- 
dor and other people at the embassy 
have called and used a variety of argu- 
ments — and intimidation, even -- to 
keep this [the Golan troop issue} from 


being aired. ... I certainly have gotten 
the message that we shouldn't be en- 
gaged in debate, even though I can't say 
I've been intimidated directly. 

In some cases, the embassy's finger- 
prints aren't on the smoking gun. but 
those of the American Israel Public Af- 
fairs Committee are.

Tendentious reading and baseless charges 


HEN a newspaper arti- 
cle is misunderstood, 
the fault is usually the 


writer's, Daily papers should be 
reader friendly.” their columns 
and stories clear and direct, 
But occasionally one comes 
across what can only be termed 
tendentious reading, a deliberate 
refusal to understand plain En- 
glish. The following reader's let- 
ter from Benjy Weinberger is a 
case in point: 
“The Eve on the Media column 
of April 14 sets bed Tecords for 
ypocrisy, even for a ἢ aper 
already over-saturated with fre 
While zealously counting seconds 
of μεθ να accorded to govemn- 
ment and opposition spokespeo- 
ple on TV channels Tand 2 γος 
David Bar-Ilan condescendingly 
Suggests that those responsible 
for the discrepancy between the 
allotted screen times should be 
‘drammed out of the profession’ 
for ‘exploitation of innocence.’ 
“As Executive Editor of The 
Jerusalern Post, Mr. Bar-Hlan is 
responsible for precisely the 
same type of ‘exploitation.’ The 
JP is frequently guilty of biased 
and one-sided news reporting, 
with news copy written from 2 
decidedly right-wing slant. and 
with headlines and articles that 
Supposedly support the paper's 
editorial line often given promi- 
nence beyond their true value. 
“Op-Ed space in the Post is 
given over almost exclusively to 
anti-government opinions and 
opposition spokespeople, with 


the very occasional inclusion of 
an article by a middle-of-the-road 
center-left’ writer. Hypocrisy is 
also rife in the editorial column, 
For example. a column of a few 
Month» ago attacked police vio- 
lence against the right-wing 
“Women in Green’ while ignoring 
similar violence (documented in 
video by fsracli and foreign news 
teums) by barder police aginst 
the Palestinian and left-wing ἵν: 
racli protesters at the El-Khader 
Site, 

“Perhaps worst of all, even Eve 
on the Media itself is prone to 
Paranoid one-sidedness, us in the 
first part of the column of April 
14. In this column, writer Amos 
Oz is viciously attacked for writ- 
ing an article stating correctly (al- 
though somewhat tactlessfy) that 
Hamas and the Israeli Right have 
the same goals vis-a-vis the peace 
Process. Mr. Bar-Ilan found it 
appropriate to throw at Mr. Oz 
the serious accusation of blood 
libel, while on the other hand the 
Post seems to have no problem 
with the slanderous and offensive 
outpourings by opposition mem- 
bers which implicitly or explicitly 
blame the prime minister for the 
deaths of terror victims. 

“A one-sided Op-Ed page is. 
Not as serious an ‘exploitation’ as 
biased news reporting. However, 
as Mr. Bar-Ilan finds it relevant 
to attack both in Eye on the Me- 
dia, he should put his own house 
in order first, on both counts, or 
consider drumming himself out 
of the profession.” 


WEINBERGER'S first charge is 
clearly the result of a reading- 
comprehension problem. The 
column made no connection be- 
tween the time allotted to gov- 
emment and opposition spokes- 
men on TV and the “exploitation 
of innocence.” The “exploita- 
tion” referred to the cynical use 
in a TV news-magazine program 
of settlers’ children under 10. 
This is a violation of journalistic 
ethics and a good reason to drum 
the culprits out of the profession. 

Weinberger also accuses the 
Post of news reporting with a de- 
cidedly right-wing slant, but with- 
out providing examples. The pa- 
per occasionally gets complaints 
of news slanting, mostly about 
headlines and captions that are 
said to be slanted to the left. But 
almost no one has produced a 
valid example. 

The charge that the paper edi- 
torially attacks police brutality 
only when the police abuse right- 
wing demonstrators is patently 
false. Editorials on police brutal- 
ity virtually always stress that the 
police have been just as ill be- 
haved at Peace Now demonstra- 
tions. (The El-Khader incident 
was not a peaceful demonstra- 
tion.) Only the most recent edito- 
rial on the subject focused exclu- 
sively on the unique, inexplicable 
attention the police seem to be 


Of truth and peace

Leo Durocher’s “Nice guys finish 
last,” ete., efc., etc. :

Friedman, who is not especial- 
ly known for his love of his Jew- 
ish background and.who rewrote 
his life somewhat in order to jus- 
tify bis moral support of Israel's 
enemies, has now rewritten a tal-

country’s Likud Party. 

He takes them to task for 
“spearheading a drive to push 
through Congress three initia- 
tives’: to prevent the use of US 
troops in monitoring a peace 
treaty between Israel and Syria; 
to declare the PLO in noncompli- 
ance with Congress's Middle East 
Peace Facilitation Act as of June 
20, thus cutting off US financial 
aid and diplomatic contacts with 
the Arafat team; and to imple- 
ment the letter to the secretary of 
state calling on Washington to 
move its embassy from Tel Aviv 
to Jenisalem by May 1999. 

Friedman opened his article by 
Citing that (nonexistent) “dictum 
in the Babylonian Talmud that 
goes like this: ‘Where there is 
complete truth, there is no peace. 
And where there is peace, there 
is no complete truth.” 

The Talmud contains no such 
dictum concerning ‘‘truth,” 
whetber “complete” or partial . 

In his commentary, however, 
Friedman uses the correct word 


in the passage he was apparently 


citing. He writes: “What the 
Sages were trying to say was that 
seeking perfect justice ... [is] not 
compatible with peace.” 

We read in the Talmud: Rabbi 
Yehoshua ben Korha says: It is a 


mitzva -- an act of Divine worship 


- to compromise, as written, 
“Speak truth to each other, exe- 
cute mishpat (judgment/justice) 
of truth and peace ..." 

The Sages demur: But if mish- 
pat prevails, there can be no 


peace; and if peace is to prevail, 


there is no room for mishpat! 


The reply: Mishpar and peace 
can coexist when there is compro- 


mise. 
But Rabbi Sima’i observes: On 


the face of it, strict justice gener- 


ates resentment between people. 


Actually, it promotes peace, as 


written, “Speak truth to each 
Other, execute mishpat of truth 
and peace.” Doing so ultimately 
leads to the fulfillment of the 
Prophet's words, “The wolf shall 
dwell with the lamb ... for the 
earth will be full of the knowl 


edge of God as the waters cover 


the sea” (Zechariah 8:16; Isaiah 


11:6-9; Mechilta d'Rabbi Shimon 
bar Yoha'i, Epstein-Melamed 


edition, Yitro 18:23). 

That passage from Zechariah is 
also the basis for the teaching of 
Rabbi Shimon ben Gamliel and 
Rav Manna: Three things sustain 
the world ~ truth, din (law/jus- 
tice) and peace. 

Don't scoff at din, which is one 
of the three “feet” of the world. 
As the Sages teach: The world 
stands on din, truth and peace. 
And bear in mind that if you twist 
justice, which is one of the legs of 
the Glory Throne, you cause the 
universe to teeter, as written: 
“Tzedek/righteousness and mish- 
pat are the foundation of Your 
throne;...” God says: Beware, 
then, of the dire consequences of 
distorting .justice (Psalms 89:15; 
Avot: 1:18, 
4:2; Yerushalmi Megilla 3:6; De- 
varim Rabba 5.1). 


FRIEDMAN CANNOT accept 
the notion that some people 
don’t see a peace process here, 
but a surrender process, and that 
is why they “want to destroy 


it.” 

He depicts those American 
Jewish organizations as apparent- 
ly able to “thrive only if they 
have an enemy.” As if those un- 
repentant, unrelentingly hostile 
Arab and Moslem spokesmen 
were a figment of our paranoid 
imagination. 

And those organizations — the 
various religious Zionist move- 
ments, including Poalei Agudat 
Yisrael, the Zionist Organization 
of America under Morton Kiein’s 
leadership, and American sup- 
porters of the Likud -- do not, as 
Friedman says, lack a “positive 
vision to offer American Jews on 
the central questions of Ameri- 
can Jewish identity or the fate of 
Israel-Diaspora relations in this 
new era.” It is just that they are 
not as sanguine as he is about the 
prospects of Diaspora Jewry's 
survival. 

And they don’t know what 
“new era” he, Yossi Beilin, Shi- 
mon Peres, Shulamit Aloni and 
Yitzhak Rabin and their collabo- 
rators are talking about. 

The new era will come about 
when the rest of us wake up to the 
fact that those men and women 
are driving us to the edge of the 
precipice, and we take contro! of 
the wheel.

Nothing betrays the letter's 
tendentiousness more than the 
charge that the Post’s op-ed space 
is given almost exclusively to 
antigovernment opinions. The 
Post is the only paper here whose 
opinion pages are balanced with 
mathematical precision. 

While it is technically impossi- 
ble to balance opinions every 
day, the number of writers identi- 
fied with the government's posi- 
tions equals or exceeds those 
identified with the opposition in 
any given month. For example, in 
the past month (March 20 to 
April 20), there were 24 articles 
by progovernment writers, in- 
cluding Abba Eban, Shlomo Ga- 
zit, Gad Ya'acobi, Susan Rolef, 
Dan Leon, Jon Simons, Teddy 
Preuss and others.

“Speak unto all the congregation 
of the children of Israel, and say 
upto them, You shall be holy (ke- 
doshim); for I the Lord your God 
am holy.” (Leviticus 19: 1-2) 


ITH 51 of the Torah's 

613 commandments in 

this week's portion, Ke- 
doshim is aptly named. What's 
more, one of life's basic troths 
heads the list: “Every person 
shall revere his mother and fa- 
ther." (Leviticus 19:3) 

Could the Torah be tetling us 
that the bond between parents 
and children is at the heart of 
holiness; that if one doesn’t work 
out his relationship with his par- 
ents (or children), be will be hob- 
bled in his quest to find grace 
before God? 

The prophet Malachi promised 
that Elijah will turn the hearts of 
the fathers to the children, and 
the children to the fathers. But 
how? 

From a psychologist's point of 
view, a youth’s journey into 
adulthood is fraught with pitfalls. 
Scares of books and plays center 
on the war between the genera- 
tions: parents who cannot relin- 
quish control, while sons and 
daughters test their wings in the 
flight toward independence. 

The resultant wounds are so 
bloody that much of the eolight- 
ened world accepts Freud's the- 
ory of behavior based on the 
Greek legend of Oedipus, who 
unwittingly kills his father the 
king and marries his mother the 
queen. Discovering what he's 


What Labav and Weinberger 
Seem to forget is that Oz himseif 
Tealized that his article was offen- 
sive, or he wouldn't have gone on 
television to explain that he had 
meant to attack only the “ex- 
tremists.” not the Likud. 

To support Oz's argument, La- 
hav asserts that since Hamas and 
the Likud both oppose the Oslo 
agreement, they are indeed each 
other's accomplice.

done, he blinds himself. 

Many people believe the Oedi- 
pus complex theory explains the 
lingering bitterness between so 
many fathers and sons, mothers 
and daughters. The phenomenon 
is so much a part of our culture 
that Prof. Mordechai Rotenberg 
of the Hebrew University sug- 
gests that Freud’s theory may 
also owe its origins to Christian- 
ity, whose central image is God 
“the Father” allowing the cruci- 
fixion of His “son.” This image 
paves the way for the ultimate 
reversal -- the “son” overpower- 
ing the “Father,” proven by fact 
that the “son's” followers — 
Christians — do their very best to 
undermine or destroy their par- 
ent religion, Judaism. 

In the Freudian or Christian 
view, the generations are locked 
in a desperate, sometimes life-or- 
death, struggle. 

However, this week's portion 
leads us to conclude that the To- 
rah affirms the connection be- 
tween holiness and parenthood; 
hence the destruction of the older 
by the younger would be antithet- 
ical to the most fundamental no- 
tions of attitude and tradition. 

At the heart of our mystical 
tradition is the concept of izim- 
tzum (contraction), which ad- 
dresses the following question: 
Since God is pure spirit and 
goodness, how could a world 


drenched in sin, disease and evil 
have come into existence? 

Kabbalists answer that as part 
of the initial drama of Creation: 
God contracted Himself, leaving 
room in the universe for chaos, 
imperfection and evil. The evil in 
the world is largely the result of 
God's partners down here — us -- 
not living up to our end of the 
partnership. 

This concept of izimizum is 
also applicable to human rela- 
tionships -- neighbors, coworkers. 
friends and spouses must allow 
room for the other, contracting 
part of themselves to give the 
other more space and freedom. 

Parents are no exception when 
it comes to timntzum. In order to 
allow children to develop and be- 
come independent, they must re- 
finquish some of their control. 
The wise parent understands that 
he must provide each child with 
his own space, and the wise child 
understands that he must curb 
some of his own independence in 
consideration of the family into 
which he was born.

in the Ten Commandments. 
They explain that since the hu- 
man tendency is to revere one's 
mother less than one’s father, 
and to respect one’s father less 
than one’s mother -- since the 
mother is generally the parent of 
unconditional love and the father 
the parent who sets limits -- the 
Torah is demanding that rever- 
ence and respect for each parent 
is mandatory, and that wise par- 
ents must express both uncondi- 
tional love as well as clear bound- 
aries, Limits set standards and 
goals; unconditional love pro- 
vides leeway for a child to express 
hinvher self without fearing the 
end of the relationship. 

Jewish law determines that 
while children must honor and 
respect parents, existential ques- 
tions such as choosing a mate and 
profession are to be decided by 
adult children for themselves, 
even if the parents disagree. 

How wise is our tradition, 
which understands that the most 
critical message of redemption is 
the redirection of the hearts of 
the generations towards each 
other, and the concept of fzim- 
tzum adds enormously toward 
the practical understanding of 
parents raising children or, as 
parents grow older and need their 
children more and more, children 
caring for parents. . 

Indeed, Torah provides a con- 
nection between the generations 
which allows for common values, 
life-styles and literature, and pre- 
vents the generation gap so harm- 
ful to both sides.Shabbat Shalont

of Fame earlier this 
month in Phoenix. Bridge writers 
and champion players were asked 
to vote for inductees of living and 
deceased players. 

Three living players were in- 
ducted this year, with the re- 
quirement that they be over the 
age of 60. They were Edgar Ka- 
plan of New York, Alvin Roth of 
Florida and Bobby Wolff of Tex- 
as. All three are still active. 

Kaplan, coinventor of the Ka- 
plan-Sheinwold bidding system, 
is editor of Bridge World: Maga- 
zine. Roth, the inventor of nu- 
merous bidding conventions, in- 
cluding the negative double, 
wousual notrump and forcing no- 
trump, is ἃ regular columnist for 
Bridge Today Magazine. Wolff, a 
member of the Dallas Aces, was, 
until recently, president of the 
World Bridge Federation. 

Roth, at 80, still plays tourna- 
ments, though not with the seri- 
ousness that brought him hun- 
dreds of championships. 

In his columa, Roth argues 
against the current trend of light 
initial actions. He recommends a 


full 13 points for an opening bid. 

This theory of sound openings 
is based on the idea that it makes 
it easier for a partnership to take 
calculated risks in the bidding. 

When your partner opens on 
light hands, you are often wor- 
ried about getting overboard. 
But if your parmer is known to be 
solid, you can double the oppo- 
nents or make a risky bid in a 
competitive auction with a higher 
probability of success. 

At a recent tournament in 
Houston, Roth sat in the West 
position in the diagram. 

With only one king and a six- 
card diamond suit, he was not 
likely to be a factor, but he made 
his assets count. His partmer 
opened the bidding one spade 
and South overcalled two hearts. 
Roth had to pass and North bid 
four hearts. This was passed 
around to Roth, who made a 
rather daring - some would say 
reckless — bid of five diamonds. 
What was his reasqning for such ἃ 
bid? 

“All my life I have gotten good 
results by listening carefully to 
the bidding of my opponents. I 
held three small hearts, and when 
1 heard them bid and raise hearts 
to the four-level, in a confident 
tone, I knew that my partner 
could hold only one heart at 
most. If my partner held a seven- 
card spade suit, be probably 
would have risked a four-spade 
bid. There was a good chance, 
therefore, to find him with at 
least three cards in diamonds. 
And since we play sound opening 
bids, I knew he would have 13 
working points for me.” 

The effect of the five-diamond 
bid can be seen. It hit the bull’s- 
eye, because the contract is lay- 
down. South did the best he 
could by bidding five hearts, 
which failed by one trick. Roth 
still scored heavily on the deal 
because other Souths were left 
alone to declare four hearts. 

“I didn’t sit there and work out 
the length in every suit," Roth 
said. “Eighty years of instincts 
told me to take a chance.”

They delight the senses 


ΗΕ use of herbs is record- 
Ts in ancient Greece and 

Rome. and in Egyptian 
prescriptions from 1800 BCE. No 
doubt herbs were in use long be- 
fore that. 

Some perennial herbs (rose- 
mary, lavender, oregano, horse- 
radish, thyme) grow more beauti- 
ful every year. Others, such as 
nasturtium and basil, must be re- 
planted each year. 

They may be small and bushy, 
spreading or climbing shrubs, 
such as the douisa, or trees such as 
the bay laurel. They can be 
pruned. or left to their own de- 
vices, and will provide a lush 
green background to the flowers 
in your garden, Some have showy 
flowers, others virtually none.

The following are but a few ex- 
amples of ways in which herbs 
can enhance a dish: 

Coriander chopped and sprin- 
kled on stew: fresh chopped basil 
added to French beans: young 
nasturtium leaves and flowers 
added to a salad: chopped or pu- 
téed sorrel added to an omelet: 
marinades made up with fresh 
herbs and frozen in a tightly 
closed packet for use during the 
winter: parsley eaten with dishes 
containing garlic to help reduce 
after-effects: dill seed sprinkled 
on a potato salad: and any combi- 
nation of herbs added to the pan 
when frying croutons. 

All these additions take only 
an extra minute yet make a great 
deal of difference to the out- 
come.

No pistachios grow on a pistacia tree 


ΟΝ expect to find pis- 
D tachio nuts growing on 

the local varieties of pis- 
tacia trees, called atzei ela in He- 
brew. 

These trees, like their nut- 
bearing cousin in other places, 
especially Turkey and Iran, are 
members of the group called An- 
acardiacea in Latin. There are 
three species represented here. 

Pistacia trees are not the most 
impressive of trees, but they are a 
vital part of the Mediterranean 
woodlands* lem. 

Commonest is the familiar Pis- 
tacia palaestina that grows all 
over the country. It is one of the 
small number of trees that add 
color to the Mediterranean 
woodlands and is known in He- 
brew as ela eretz-yisraelit. 

The blossom adds a touch of 
Tusset color to groves and forests 
in the early spring and the large 
galls (afatzim) are bright cerule- 
an and remain as large colorful 
pods on the tree even after the 
leaves are shed in autumn. 

These galls are of particular in- 
terest to dyers of wool who use 
only natural colors.

And the US State Department is still 
dispensing this disquieting sentence to 
would-be travelers: “With the excep- 
tion of certain tourist areas, which have 
been free of terrorist activity, terrorist 
bombings and shootings occur through- 
out Peru.” 

So what is it that persuades people to 
come? 


Flying into Cuzco, you rise to 30,000 
feet, pierce clouds, dart past sharp, 
snowy Andean peaks and mountainous 
jungle, and then suddenly are sur- 
rounded by red dirt hills, green stub- 
bled slopes, stone-terraced farms and 
uncountable rows of potatoes and com. 

You land at the busy airport, step out 
of the plane, and‘are immediately short 
of breath: Though you're on the floor 
of a deep valley, you're more than 
3,000 meters above sea level.

since been overtaken by Spanish-style 
ted tiles. But its art and architecture are 
unique in the world -- a shotgun mar- 
fiage of the Incan and Spanish. 
ΙΝ A single block on Cuzco’s narrow 
streets, a walker will often see a pre- 
cisely fitted Inca wall, a bowler-hatted 
Quechua woman who will demand 
money if you take ber picture, and an 
ornately carved second-story balcony 
that seems to have been imported 
straight from Moorish Spain. 

Most of the storefronts around the 
Plaza de Armas are now adventure out- 
fitters, snack bars and souvenir stands. 


Tfone reads just a little history before 
venturing into the streets of Cuzco, any 
block can quickly unfold as a source of 
wonderment. 

Five hundred years ago. Cuzco stood 
as the seat of rin an [nca empire 
that included tens of millions of sub- 
jects. Inca territory ran 4,800 km. along 
the Andes, from what is now central 
Chile to southern Colombia. 

Then came 1532, and the arrival of 
Francisco Pizarro. He had fewer than 

* 200 men, but he also had horses (never 
before seen in this territory), some 
crude guns, great shrewdness and dumb 
tuck. He had arrived in the middle of an 
Inca civil war. 

Within two years, the Spaniards — 
still numbering about 200 - had seized 


virtually ing of value, slaugh- 
tered thousands of Inca warriors and 
subjugated an empire of millions. 

The invaders took over Cuzco in 
1533, and though some Inca stalwarts 
held out in a “lost city” in the jungle 
until 1572, their world had been set on 
its head. 

Cuzco makes an impression. But a 
tour of the surrounding countryside’s 

i! and ruins can overshadow it. 
Leaving behind the grid of streets, you 
rise into a stark world of Andean hills 
and Quechua nomenclature. 

The village of Pisac, 32 km. northeast 
of Cuzco, fills every Sunday with a 
prosperous market that draws tourists 
by the busload. The glory of Pisac, 
though, is the series of ruins above the 


town — terraces topped by a temple. 

From the end of the nearest road, it 
takes an hour or two of hiking to reach 
the highest peaks, but once you do, the 
view is mesmerizing. Yet Pisac’s ruins 
get fewer than one visitor for every 10 
who reach Machu Picchu. 

At Ollantaytambo, site of a rare Inca 
victory over the Spanish in their early 
skirmishing, an old Inca temple and a 
granary cling to a hillside, along with a 
series of steep and well-preserved farm- 
ing terraces. In the lively village below, 
about 50 km. northwest of Cuzco, fam- 
ilies still reside in homes first raised by 
pre-Hispanic builders. 

Far from OJJantaytambo, the rail- 
toad tracks run west through a narrow- 
ing and twisting valley. Thirty-two km.

down the valley lies Machu Picchu. 

When archeologist Hiram Bingham 
first came upon Machu Picchu in 1911, 
writes author John Hemming, wiigkeet 
ing glimpse was "ἃ magnificent flight 
a iercaces: a ἐπε αν: of them, 
climbing for almost a thousand feet up 
the hillside.” 

So. they remain, the overgrowth 
trimmed away, the steps steadily trod 
by travelers. The ruins are open from 
7:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. every day, and are 
served by a fleet of 16 tourist buses, 
which never leave the neighborhood. 
All day long, they rumble up and dowa 
aa harrowing switchback mountain 


Most visitors are day-trippers. They 
arrive from Cuzco via train, file onto a 
bus for the 600-meter ascent, arrive at 
the ruins sometime after 10:30 a.m., 
take a guided tour, and eat a cafeteria 
lunch at the Turista Hotel. By 3:30 
p.m., they've been carted away on ἃ 
downhill bus. 


Pity them. The ruins are not a com- 
pact collection of buildings but a small 
city, with no end of curious structures, 
stairways and viewpoints. Here, a steep 
path leads to the neighboring peak of 
Houayna Picchu. There, a path joins a 
climactic stretch of the 32 km. Inca 
Trail, magnet to backpackers the world 
over. 


TO EXPLORE the site reasonably -- 
and with very few others around - ἃ 
noncamping traveler can do one of two 
things. You can plan far ahead and 
reserve one of the 41 rooms at the 
Tarista, a mediocre place that gets 
away with rates of $102 a night because 
it’s the only lodging on the mountain- 


- top. 


Or you can stay down the hill in the 
hamlet of Aguas Calientes, and earn 
the view by scoring the bus and hiking 
up the mountain early in the moming 
{one to two hours) before the buses 
start, and hiking (or taking the bus) 
back down the mountain in the late 
afternoon (about 45 minutes). 

Amid drizzie, I marched away from ἡ 
the central ruins by following the old 
Inca Trail - carefully, since the path 
was less than ] meter wide, the stones 
were slick and the fall to my left would 
be about 600 meters, possibly conclud- 
ing with a splash into the roaring Vil- 
canota River. 

After three twisting uphill kilome- 
ters, I was at Intipunktu, a ruin with a 


centipede. And four damp lamas, if 
this kind of traffic is what the re-redis- 
covery of Machu Picchy means, I'll take 
it.

*Hack-a-Shaq’ strategy 
may nullify O’Neal 


ORLANDO, Florida (AP) -- The 
NBA scoring title and Orlando's 
top seeding in the Eastern Con- 
ference playoffs aren’t enough 
for Shaquilic O’Neal or his 
critics, 

Despite compiling statistics 
that make him a strong candidate 
for Jeague Most Valuable Player 
Award, the all-star center’s poor 
foul shooting raises questions 
about how far he will carry the 
Magic in the postseason. 

The ‘‘Hack-a-Shaq’” strategy — 
the method of fouling O’Neal 


make a higher percentage of his 
free throws, could affect Orlan- 
do’s chances more than the 
team’s playoff inexperience. 
O'Neal attempied a league- 
high 854 free throws during the 
regular season, making just 53 
t of them. He is rarely a 
factor offensively in the final min- 
ute of close games because his 
teammates avoid putting the ball 
in his hands when a missed free 
throw might affect the outcome. 
The Magic was 4-7 in April, 
including seven straight road 
losses, but O’Neal’s poor marks- 
manship was only one reason. 
*Defense is what causes us 
problems,'’ he said. looking 
ahead to the first-round playoff 
series that begins today against 
Boston. “If we don’t come down 
and stop some people, we're in 
for some long nights.”” 
The numbers for April support 
his contention. The league's top- 


scoring team (110.9) gave up 
115.7 per game on the road, while 
yielding 100.25 at home, where 
Orlando improved to 39-2. 

O'Neal missed 9 of 11 free 
throws during a 119-114 loss at 
Boston on April 13. 

Miami's Glen Rice scorched 
the Magic for an NBA-high 56 
points April 15. Washington's 
Doug Overton had 20 points 
(three times his average) in a loss 
to Orlando on April 17, then 
scored 30 in a Bullets victory two 
nights later. 

“Defense has to be where our 
emphasis is as we get prepared 
for the playoffs,” said coach Bri- 
an Hill. ‘‘The simple fact is we 
have to da a better job defensive- 
ly or we're not going to be playing 
in this postseason for very long.””

“We have no idea what the suspect is 
talking about,” said the spokesman. “This 
is a deliberate and transparent attempt to 
besmirch the image of the police and the 

--general, and divert the public's 
attention from the investigation with total- 
ly false allegations.” 

A senior police officer said that even 
before the Jatest developments in the in- 
vestigation, there had been threats from 
“parties involved™ that the reputations of 
various police officials would be sullied in 
the event of arrests. 

“This was to be expected.” said the offi- 
cer. “These people [the suspects] have be- 
gun fighting ἃ dirty war — in which all 
means are legitimate. But in this case, we 
will win, and these attempts to shed a 
negative light on the police will not work.”
